REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In view of the 
previous amendments, the claimed invention is novel and unobvious over the prior art of 
Griffiths, Andreadis, Wangh, Fan, Jurinke and Nakano. In particular, no prior art was 
found that teaches or suggests a method for amplifying one or more nucleic acids onto 
a bead comprising the steps of forming a water-in-oil emulsion to create a plurality of 
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aqueous microreactors wherein a plurality of tine microreactors comprise on average 
one single-stranded template, a single bead witli a first population of first primer 
disposed thereon and an amplification reaction solution with a second population of first 
primer and a second primer to allow asymmetric amplification of the single-stranded 
nucleic acid template wherein the second population of the first primer species is 
substantially depleted while a plurality of the asymmetrically amplified copies of the 
template bind to the first population of the first primer species on the bead and wherein 
at least 100,000 bead bound complementary strands are extended from the first primer 
to form a population of beads with amplified nucleic acid template bound thereto, 
breaking the emulsion to release the beads with amplified nucleic acid template and 
enriching for beads with amplified nucleic template bound thereto by removing beads to 
which no nucleic acid is bound and finally, distributing the beads with amplified nucleic 
acid template bound thereto onto an array.
